Dow Plunges After AIG Deal 


Stock market falls 450 points 

NEW YORK I The stock market took anoth- 
er nosedive Wednesday as the American 
banking system appeared even shakier and 
investors worried that the financial crisis is 
spinning so far out of control that even gov- 
ernment rescues can’t stop it. 

The Dow Jones industrial average, which 
only two days earlier had suffered its steepest 
drop since the days after the Sept. 11 attacks, 
lost another 450 points. About $700 billion 


n wake of government bailout 

in investments vanished. 

One day after the Federal Reserve stepped 
in with an emergency loan to keep American 
International Group Inc., one of the world’s 
largest insurers, from going under. Wall 
Street wondered which companies might be 
the next to falter. A major investor in ailing 
Washington Mutual Inc. removed a poten- 
tial obstacle to a sale of the bank, and stock 
in two investment banks, Morgan Stanley 


and Goldman Sachs, was pummeled. 

It was the fourth consecutive day of 
extraordinary turmoil for the American 
financial system, beginning with news on 
Sunday that another venerable investment 
house, Lehman Brothers, would be forced 
to file for bankruptcy. 

The 4 percent drop Wednesday in the Dow 
reflected the stock market’s first chance to 
digest the Fed’s decision to issue an $85 billion 
taxpayer loan to AIG, which it could convert 
into a majority stake in the company, (ap)

Sen. Hillary Rodham Clinton has careful- 
ly avoided ashowdown with Gov. Sarah 
Palinforthe lastfew weeks — and now 
her circle is infuriated by an attemptto 
lure the two into a joint event. 

Clinton canceled an appearance 
at a rally next week in New York, which 
she had planned to attend in her offi- 
cial capacity as the state’s junior sen- 
ator, after the event’s organizers sur- 
prised her by extending a last-minute 
invitation to Palin. 

Clinton advisers said the senator 
did not wantto turn the rally, intended 
to protest Iranian 
President Mahmoud 
Ah mad i nejad 's 
appearance at the 
United Nations, 
into a political cir- 
cus by having the 
two women share 
the stage. 

In response, the McCain campaign 
on Wednesday accused Clinton of drop- 
ping out ‘‘presumably at the request 
of the Obama campaign” — and used 
her change of heart as an opportunity 
to attack Obama over his positions on 
Iran. The Obama campaign declined 
to comment. Clinton advisers said the 
senator dropped out of her own accord.

Washington Mutual Takeover Likely 


Regulators try to find 
a buyer for bank with 
huge mortgage losses 

BUSINESS I Ailing bank Washing- 
ton Mutual Inc. appeared headed 
toward a sale Wednesday after a 
major investor removed a potential 
stumbling block and nervous bank- 
ing regulators began approaching 
the most logical buyers. 

The New York Times, citing 
unidentified people familiar with 
the matter, said an auction of the 
bank was already under way, and 
the Wall Street Journal reported 
Wells Fargo & Co. and Citigroup 
Inc. expressed interest in a take- 
over. 

A concession by investment firm 
TPG, which injected $7 billion into 
WaMu five months ago, may have 
opened the way to a sale — or, failing 
that, made it easier for the bank to

raise another round of capital. 

TPG could have stymied the pro- 
cess because of protection when it 
bought its stake in April. A clause in 
its agreement could have required 
a buyer or another major investor 


to pay TPG hundreds of millions, 
if not billions, of dollars in addition 
to whatever money was injected 
into WaMu. 

But TPG agreed to waive the 
clause after concluding WaMu 


needs all the help it can get. 

The efforts to find a buyer, 
though, were being complicated by 
uncertainty about the magnitude of 
losses still lurking in Washington 
Mutual’s home loan portfolio. “No 
one knows what’s in their books,” 
said a person briefed on the talks. 

Federal regulators would like to 
sell WaMu to a healthy bank, rather 
than risk a failure that would drain 
an already depleted deposit insur- 
ance fund. By some estimates, a 
WaMu failure could cost the Fed- 
eral Deposit Insurance Corp.’s fund 
more than $20 billion. At $45.2 
billion, the fund is already at a 
five-year low. 

WaMu’s stock fell 31 cents to 
$2.01 Wednesday, leaving the 
stock with a decline of 85 percent 
so far this year. The erosion has left 
WaMu with a market value of about 
$3.5 billion — down from $43 bil- 
lion at the end of 2006. (ap) 


Colonoscopy Alternative Passes Test 


Study: X-ray metliod 
is effective at spotting 
cancers in intestines 

ATLANTA I A long- awaited feder- 
al study of an X-ray alternative 
to the dreaded colonoscopy con- 
firms its effectiveness at spotting 
most cancers, although it is far 
from perfect. 

This cheaper, less intrusive 


AN EASIER WAY 

The study focused on CT 
colonography. It’s a super X-ray 
of the colon that is quicker, 
cheaperand easier on the patient 
than traditional colonoscopies. 

Colonoscopies cost up to 
$3,000. The X-ray test costs $300 
to $800; most insurers don’t 
cover it so far. 


option could persuade more people 
to get screened for colon cancer. 
And some experts believe the new 
method may boost the 50 percent 
screening rate for a cancer that is 
America’s second biggest killer. 

In the new study, the largest of 
its kind, the “virtual colonoscopy” 
identified nine out of 10 people who 
had cancers and large growths seen 
by regular colonoscopies. 

But there were flaws, too. Among 


them: The radiologists sometimes 
misread the X-ray, leading them to 
spot polyps that weren’t there. 

The X-ray test’s real value may 
be in showing who really needs a 
regular colonoscopy — it was bet- 
ter at ruling cancer out than it was 
at detecting it, suggests the report 
in Thursday’s New England Jour- 
nal of Medicine. 

Colorectal cancer will claim 
about 50,000 lives this year. The 
point of screening, recommended at 
age 50, is to find growths before they 
turn cancerous, mike stobbe (ap)

Obama: ‘Just Keep Steady’ 


Senator tries to calm 
supporters who are 
anxious about election 

ELKO, NEV. I Worried Democrats 
want Barack Obama to get tougher 
and show more passion. “Why is he 
so calm so close to an election that 
looks so tight?” supporters ask. 

“Just keep steady ” Obama tells 
the nervous Nellies. “I’m skinny but 
I’m tough. I’m from Chicago.” 

Obama hears the concern, from 
senior Democrats and big-money 
contributors, from columnists and 
supporters along the rope lines at 
campaign events. He heard it again 
as he stood in an hour-long receiv- 
ing line in Hollywood to pose for 


pictures with donors who paid 
$28,500 to be with him Tuesday 
night. 

“I know that a lot of you, just in 
conversations while we were in the 
photo lines, had all sorts of sugges- 
tions,” Obama said. 

“We always knew this was going 
to be hard, and this is a leap for the 
American people,” Obama said. 
“And we’re running against some- 
body who has a formidable biogra- 
phy, a compelling biography. He’s a 
genuine American hero, somebody 
who served in uniform and suffered 
through some things that very few 
of us can imagine.” 

Urging Democrats not to worry 
about his cool demeanor, Obama 
said, “The reason I’m calm is I 


have confidence in the American 
people.” 

But many of his supporters are 
upset that polls show the race is 
pretty much tied, even with Obama 
running against a Republican who 
used to brag that he voted 90 per- 
cent of the time with the unpopu- 
lar President Bush. Seven weeks 
from Election Day, the race is far 
from the slam-dunk Democrats 
dreamed about. 

David Axelrod, Obama’s chief 
strategist, said, “We expect to bat- 
tle right to the end.” He also said 
Obama has started preparing for 
next week’s first of the three cam- 
paign debates. 

“He’s been doing a lot of reading,”

CHICAGO I A government agency 
has dropped plans for a study of a 
controversial treatment for autism 
that critics had called an unethical 
experiment on children. 

The National Institute of Mental 
Health said in a statement Wednes- 
day that the study of the treatment 
— called chelation — has been 
abandoned. 

The study had been on hold 


because of safety concerns after 
another study published last year 
linked a drug used in the treatment 
to lasting brain problems in rats. 

Chelation removes heavy metals 
from the body and is used to treat 
lead poisoning. Its use as an autism 
treatment is based on the theory that 
mercury in vaccines triggers autism 
— a theory never proved and reject- 
ed by mainstream science, (ap)

Anthrax Probe Questioned 


Sen. Leahy believes 
suspect in 2001 letter 
attack didn’t act alone 

WAS H I N GTO N I The chairman of the 
of Senate Judiciary Committee said 
Wednesday he does not believe that 
Dr. Bruce Ivins acted alone in the 
deadly 2001 anthrax attacks in the 
United States. 

Sen. Patrick Leahy was one of 
the targets of the lethal anthrax- 
laced letters that killed five and 
sickened 17 in 2001. At a hearing in 
front of his committee, the Vermont 
Democrat told FBI Director Robert 
Mueller that he thinks other people 
must have been involved. 

“If he is the one who sent the 
letter, I do not believe in any way, 
shape or manner that he is the only 
person involved in this attack on

Congress and the American peo- 
ple. I do not believe that at all,” 
Leahy said. 

He added: “I believe there are 
others involved, either as accesso- 
ries before or accessories after the 
fact. I believe that there are others 
out there; I believe there are others 
who could be charged with murder. 
I just want you to know how I feel 


about it, as one of the people who 
was aimed at in the attack.” 

Mueller maintained the Justice 
Department’s view that Ivins was 
the sole attacker. 

“In the investigation to date, 
we have looked at every lead and 
followed every lead to determine 
whether anybody else was involved, 
and we will continue to do so,” 
Mueller told Leahy. “And even if 
the case does become closed, if we 
receive additional evidence, indicat- 
ing the participation of any addi- 
tional person, we certainly would 
pursue that.” 

The Justice Department and FBI 
have yet to close the case investiga- 
tion after declaring Ivins its only 
suspect last month. Ivins killed 
himself in July after learning that 
prosecutors were preparing to indict

Residents outraged 
to discover houses sit 
on ex-bombing range 

ORLANDO, FLA. I When residents 
of several neighborhoods near 
Orlando International Airport 
go to bed, they wonder what most 
homeowners don’t: Is there a bomb 
under my house? 

They recently learned their eight- 
year- old developments were built 
on a World War II bombing range 
that wasn’t thoroughly cleared. Now 
they’re scared for their lives and 
angry with developers and local 
government officials who residents 
claim shouldn’t have allowed the 
homes in the first place. 

Since the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers began sweeping the 
Orlando neighborhoods a year ago, 
they’ve found more than 200 muni- 
tions and other potentially volatile 


remnants. Most were recovered 
on the grounds of a middle school, 
including one lodged beneath the 
landing pit for the long jump. 

The corps says it’s extremely 
unlikely any of the buried muni- 
tions would detonate, but that’s 
done little to calm nerves. 

The developers, home builders. 
Army Corps and local government 
officials who zoned the land all 
blame each other. Corps officials 
say they long ago told local govern- 
ments about the bombs, but cur- 
rent officials say their records were 
stripped of the information. 

Esperanza Hernandez is worried 
she’ll lose her home. She invested 
$75,000 on the $274,000 purchase 
with an adjustable-rate mortgage. 

“My problem is I am 62 years old, 
and this is the only home I have,” 
Hernandez said. “Nobody wants 
to buy a house in this community.”

Russia Signs Treaties With

16 Killed at U.S. Embassy in Yemen 


Militants linked to 
al-Qaeda set off blasts 
but fail to breaeh walls 

SAN’A, YEMEN I Militants linked to 
al-Qaeda launched a brazen attack 
against the U.S. Embassy in the 
Yemeni capital Wednesday, firing 
automatic weapons and setting off 
grenades and a car bomb in a furi- 
ous fusillade that failed to breach 
the walls but killed 16 people. 

It was the deadliest direct assault 
on a U.S. Embassy in a decade, 
claiming the lives of six attackers, 
six guards and four civilians. 


Yemeni security officials said 
civilian casualties could have been 
far worse. The streets were rela- 
tively empty because many people 
sleep late during the holy month 
of Ramadan, when Muslims fast 
from sunrise to sunset. The officials 
spoke on condition of anonymity 
because they were not authorized 
to talk to the press. 

About 9:15 a.m., multiple explo- 
sions from the car bomb and gre- 
nades shook the affluent Dhahr 
Himyar district, a residential area 
dotted with five-star hotels and 
other embassies. Palls of black 
smoke rose over the street, lined

Exit Polls: Livni Wins Israeli Primary 


Foreign minister will 
replace PM Olmert as 
leader of Kadima party 

JERUSALEMI Foreign Minister Tzipi 
Livni won a clear victory in the 
Kadima Party’s primary election 
Wednesday, TV exit polls showed, 
placing her in a good position to 
become Israel’s first female leader 
in 34 years and sending a message 
that peace talks with the Palestin- 
ians will proceed. 

Cheers and applause broke out 
at party headquarters when Isra- 


el’s three TV networks announced 
their exit polls giving Livni between 
47 percent and 49 percent, com- 
pared with 37 percent for her clos- 
est rival, former 
defense minister 
and military chief 
Shaul Mofaz. 
Livni support- 
ers hugged each 
other and shed 
tears of joy. 

Livni needed 
40 percent of the vote to avoid a 
runoff next week. 

If official results bear out the 


exit polls, as is likely, Livni, 50, 
will replace Prime Minister Ehud 
Olmert as head of Kadima. Olmert, 
the target of a career-ending cor- 
ruption probe, had promised to 
step down as soon as a new Kadima 
leader was chosen. 

Livni will have 42 days to form 
a new ruling coalition. If she suc- 
ceeds, she would become Israel’s 
first female prime minister since 
Golda Meir. If she fails, Israel would 
hold elections in early 2009. Olmert 
will remain as a caretaker leader 
until parliament approves a new 
coalition, steven gutkin (ap) 


3 U.S. Soldiers 
Charged With 
Murder of Iraqis 

FRANKFURT, GERMANY I Three 
American soldiers were charged 
with murder Wednesday in the 
deaths of four Iraqis who were 
bound, blindfolded, shot in the 
head and dumped in a Baghdad 
canal last year. 

Four other U.S. soldiers have 
already been charged with conspir- 
acy in the deaths, which apparently 
came shortly after the Iraqis were 
captured in April 2007. 

The Army said in a statement 
released Wednesday that Sgt. John 
E. Hatley, 40; Sgt. 1st Class Joseph 
P. Mayo, 27; and Sgt. Michael P. 
Leahy Jr., 26, faced charges of 
premeditated murder, conspira- 
cy to commit premeditated mur- 
der and obstruction of justice.

6 Killed in Pakistan Attack 


Missiles hit militant 
compound hours after 
U.S. reiterates respect 

ISLAMABAD, PAKISTAN I Air-fired 
missiles hit a militant compound 
near the Afghan border and killed 
at least six people Wednesday, offi- 
cials said, soon after a senior Amer- 
ican officer met with government 
leaders to discuss the furor over U.S. 
attacks inside Pakistan. 

The airstrike was likely to further 
fan anger among Pakistanis over a 
surge in cross-border operations by 
U.S. forces that have strained the 
two countries’ seven-year alliance 
against terrorist groups. 

Two Pakistani intelligence offi-

cials told The Associated Press that 
several missiles hit a compound

One official said a pilot-less 
drone of the type used by the CIA 
and U.S. military forces in Afghani- 
stan was heard in the area before the 
attack. Both said informants in the 
area reported six people killed and 
three wounded, but their identities 
were not immediately clear. 

Hours earlier, Adm. Mike Mul- 
len, chairman of the U.S. Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, met separately with 
Pakistan’s prime minister and army 
chief. Mullen “reiterated the U.S. 
commitment to respect Pakistan’s 
sovereignty,” according to a U.S.

Gates Apologizes for Afghan Deaths

Gates’ unusual apology followed 


a frank assessment from the top 
military commander in Afghani- 
stan: There aren’t enough U.S. 
ground forces in Afghanistan, so 
the military is relying more heavily 
on air power, and air power runs a 
greater risk of civilian deaths. 


After meeting with Afghan 
President Hamid Karzai and other 
senior government officials. Gates 
said at a news conference, “As I told 
them, I offer all Afghans my sincere 
condolences and personal regret 
for the recent loss of innocent life 
as a result of coalition airstrikes.”

China’s New 'Era’ Troubled 


Olympic bliss wanes 
amid crises over food 
safety, dump collapse 

B E I J I N G I The Olympic flame is out, 
the smog is back, and traffic again 
clogs the roads. 

Welcome to what commentators 
are calling China’s “post- Olympic 
era,” in which euphoria over the Bei- 
jing Games is slowly giving way to 
economic worries, new safety cri- 
ses and a future both brimming 
with confidence and tinged with 
uncertainty. 

So far, it’s off to a rocky start. 

China received widespread 
praise for organizing the games. 


which formally ended Wednes- 
day with the Paralympics’ closing 
ceremony. 

Even before then, however, real- 
ity reasserted itself with the collapse 
earlier this month at an illegal mine 
waste dump that killed at least 259 
people and forced the resignation 
of a provincial governor. 

Since then, a product safety 
scandal has roiled the nation, with 
contaminated milk powder causing 
the death of three infants and sick- 
ening more than 6,200 others. 

Both crises point to underlying 
systemic weaknesses that the Olym- 
pic Games did little to eliminate, 
despite a massive effort to clean up 
Beijing’s polluted air, boost security 


and ensure smooth logistics. 

A further post-Olympics worry is 
the state of the weakening economy, 
raising the prospect of unemploy- 
ment and higher inflation in what 
remains a poor nation. 

Chinese shares fell Wednesday 
to a 22 -month low and the com- 
munist leadership, ever mindful of 
threats to its authority, is on alert 
for possible unrest. 

In the immediate future, “the 
top priority will be responding 
to the grievances generated by 
economic problems,” said Joseph 
Cheng, chairman of the Contem- 
porary China Research Center 
at City University of Hong Kong.

House Votes to Ease D.C. Gun Laws 


Critics decry action as 
contrary to Districts 
right to govern itself 

WASHINGTON I The pro -gun major- 
ity in the House moved Wednesday 
to compel the nation’s capital to 
broaden the rights of its residents 
to buy and own firearms, including 
semiautomatic weapons. 

Critics, led by the District of 
Columbia’s sole delegate to Con- 
gress, decried the action. They 
said the vote tramples the District’s 


rights to govern itself and could 
endanger both residents and politi- 
cal dignitaries who so often travel 
across the city. 

But the National Rifle Asso- 
ciation-backed bill passed easily, 
266-152, with supporters saying they 
were determined to give D.C. resi- 
dents the same Second Amendment 
right of self-defense that has been 
available to other Americans. 

Many of those speaking for the 
bill in debate that went well into 
the night Tuesday were conserva- 
tive Democrats from rural districts 


that strongly support gun rights. 
Eighty-five Democrats voted for 
the bill. 

“Number one. 
I’m a pro-gun 
Democrat,” said 
Rep. Mike Ross, 
D-Ark. “Number 
2, if the govern- 
ment of the Dis- 
Ross trict of Colum- 

guns away from you in our nation’s 
capital, Prescott, Arkansas, and 
many other small towns across the 


country could be next.” 

The legislation is unlikely to be 
taken up in the Senate in the few 
remaining weeks of this session, 
but it served both to give lawmak- 
ers a pro-gun vote shortly before 
the election and demonstrate the 
continuing political clout of the 
NRA. 

The bill repeals the Dis- 
trict’s semiautomatic hand- 
gun ban and repeals what crit- 
ics claimed were burdensome 
registration requirements.

Land Swap Approved 
At Arlington Cemetery 


Arlington National Cemetery, the 
final resting place for more than 
340,000 former troops, presidents 
and other distinguished Americans, 
has moved a step closer to adding 
thousands of new grave sites. 

Arlington County officials Tues- 
day night approved a 4.3-acre land 
swap with the federal government 
that will allow the cemetery to add 
up to 3,440 new burial sites. 

The move is part of expansion 
plans set forth more than four 
decades ago that military officials 
say will allow burials to continue 
until 2060. After that, plans are 
less clear. The 4.3-acre portion will 
convert Navy Annex land, located 
west of the Pentagon, to grave sites. 


Arlington County’s Southgate Road 
would have divided the new cem- 
etery space. 

The county will swap land that 
includes the road for a comparable 
piece of the Annex that the county 
can use for a potential history com- 
plex and to boost redevelopment 
along Columbia Pike. The exchange 
is scheduled for 2011, though that 
timeline could slip, federal and local 
officials said. 

“It’s not just a cemetery now. 
It’s a shrine; it’s a shrine to valor 
and the sacrifices American men 
and women have made,” said 
George W. Dodge, president of 
the Arlington Historical Society.

Gets Second Look 


Business is booming 
for kitchenware and 
cookbook producers 

PITTSBURGH! Arnishe Keyes admits 
she’s no Rachael Ray. Until recently 
she spent $30 a day to eat breakfast, 
lunch and dinner at restaurants. 

But the high price of gas has her 
testing her cooking skills to save 
money, packing lunch for work and 
experimenting with dinner salads 
by microwaving frozen vegetables, 
mixing them with spinach and 
pouring ranch dressing on top. 

“I’ve been going to the grocery 
store a little bit more frequently,” 
Keyes says, laughing sheepishly 
at her previous lifestyle. “It saves 
you a lot more money if you just 
buckle down and focus on eating 
at home.” 

Keyes’ cooking ventures aren’t 
unusual — they’re part of a national 
trend to eat at home to save money, 
according to market research firms. 
But after years of eating out, many 
people have found they don’t have 
a pot to cook in or a cookbook to 
guide them. 

The sudden rush to buy basic 
cooking necessities has driven up 
sales of cookbooks, inexpensive 


cookware and the basic foods need- 
ed to concoct a meal. And cooking 
magazines and Web sites are boom- 
ing even as magazine sales overall 
have suffered. 

Cookware sales overall have 
declined in the past year, but items 
selling for less than $100 are doing

Turmoil Hits Bank Stocks 


Morgan Stanley and 
Goldman Sachs insist 
their finances are fine 

NEW YORK I Shares of Goldman 
Sachs and Morgan Stanley plunged 
on Wednesday, a sign that investors 
fear they can’t survive in their pres- 
ent form as the last two major inde- 
pendent investment banks. 

Executives of both companies 
insisted a day earlier, when they were 
reporting profits for the most recent 
quarter, that they do have the finan- 
cial wherewithal to go it alone. 

But analysts said the question 
increasingly is whether continued 
market turmoil could force them to 
acquire or be acquired by commer- 
cial banks, whose deposit-taking 
operation would provide a stable 
source of funding.

John Mack, Morgan Stanley’s 
chief executive, struck back on 
Wednesday. He told employees 
in an e-mail that the No. 2 U.S. 
investment bank was “in the midst 
of a market controlled by fear and 
rumors.” 


“There is no rational basis for the 
movements in our stock or credit 
default spreads,” he said. 

Shares of investment banks have 
been sideswiped by a wave of short 
selling, which can cause big swings 
as investors bet that a stock’s price 
will fall so they can profit from 
it. Morgan Stanley shares fell as 
much as 44 percent Wednesday 
and closed down 26 percent, while 
Goldman shed more than 35 points 
before narrowing their loss to about 
18 percent. 

“This may be the most panicky 
the market has been in since this 
credit crisis began,” said Roy Smith, 
a professor of finance at New York 
University. “People are running for 
high ground at any cost. The ques- 
tion is: Can they stay solvent lon- 
ger than the market is irrational?”

Another Surgery for Wizards’ Arenas 


Star point guard will 
miss at least the first 
month of the season 

WIZARDS I Gilbert Arenas had a 
third operation on his bothersome 
left knee Wednesday morning, once 
again throwing into doubt his sta- 
tus for an upcoming Washington 
Wizards season. 

Arenas had a “moderate amount 
of debris” removed from the knee 
after experiencing swelling and dis- 
comfort during his rehabilitation.

which would rule him out for the 
first month of the season. 

The surgery is Arenas’ third on the 
knee in 17 months. He missed 69 reg- 
ular games last season and had to shut 
himself down in the playoffs. It also 
raises more doubt about the wisdom 
of the Wizards’ decision to give him a 
six-year, $111 million contract in 
July. 

Arenas first hurt his knee in a 
game against Charlotte in April 


2007. He tried to rush back and was 
playing in summer league games a 
few months later. The overzealous 
approach resulted in a second oper- 
ation in November, causing him to 
miss most of the season. 

Arenas vowed to take a more 
cautious approach to rehabilitation 
this summer, but the knee has not 
responded the way he would like. 

The doctor who performed the 
operation Wednesday said debris 
buildup is common in Arenas’ type 
of injury and that an MRI showed 
the knee to be structurally sound. 

“This was a proactive procedure 
that will enhance his rehabilitation 
process,” said Dr. Marc Connell, the 
Wizards’ team physician. 

The Wizards’ hopes of becom- 
ing a top Eastern Conference team 
have been disrupted by injuries to 
top players the past two seasons. 
This was the season, they hoped, 
that everyone would stay more or 
less healthy.

But he squirmed in his seat a few 
minutes later when someone point- 
ed out that a photographer caught 
on camera a piece of paper with 
what appeared to be pairings. 

“It just had the lunch list,” Faldo 
said. “It had sandwich requests for 
the guys, just making sure who wants 
tuna, who wants the beef, who wants 
the ham. That’s all it was.” 

The microphone went dead when 
the reporter tried to follow up, let- 
ting him off the hook. But only for a 
short time. Another reporter point- 
ed out that only 11 initials were on 
the paper (Miguel Angel Jimenez 
was left out). 

“Put my name down, then,” 
Faldo said. 

He later said he did not men- 
tion the order those teams might 
play, “so some are safe.” And Faldo 
pointed out that he could always 
change his mind. Whether he was 
referring to ham-on-rye or Poulter 
and Rose remains to be seen.

Paralympics End in Beijing 


For 6 weeks, China 
has been the eenter of 
the sporting world 

PARALYMPICS I Beijing capped its 
six-week run as the center of world 
sports, ushering out the Paralympic 
Games on Wednesday with a lavish 
closing ceremony. 

The ceremony marked the end 
of seven intensive years of prepa- 
rations and $40 billion in spend- 
ing on venues and infrastructure 
— all meant to symbolize China’s 
emergence as a leading nation in 
the 21st century. 

A 91,000 sellout crowd in the 
Bird’s Nest National Stadium saw 
the ceremonial flame extinguished 
and the event formally handed over 
to London, which will host the next 
Summer Olympics and Paralym- 
pics in 2012. 

As with the Olympics, officials 
praised their Chinese hosts for the 
striking venues, tight organization 
and stadiums that were mostly filled 
for 11 days of competition. 

The games were held in nearly 
perfect weather with blue skies and 
light traffic, leaving Beijing’s chronic 
air pollution a distant memory. 

However, traffic control mea-

sures are slated to end Saturday, 
with 2 million vehicles expected 
to return to the roads. In addition, 
heavy industry — shuttered for two 
months — and building construc- 
tion are expected to return to pre- 
games levels, along with accompa- 
nying pollution. 

“These games have been great 
games,” said Philip Craven, presi- 
dent of the International Paralym- 
pic Committee. “Everybody realizes 
that. These are the greatest Para- 
lympic Games ever.” 

The symbolic handover came as 


London Mayor Boris Johnson and 
Beijing counterpart Guo Jinlong 
gathered on the infield. The London 
handover segment featured a red 
London double-decker bus, London 
landmarks like Nelson’s Column 
and a moment when a “tea lady” 
arrived and the show stopped. 

Because if one thing unites China 
and Britain, it is the agreement that 
all things — even an Olympic cer- 
emony — must stop for tea. 

China led the gold-medal table 
in the Olympics and did the same 
in the Paralympics, winning 89 gold 
and 211 overall. Britain was No. 2 
with 42 gold and 102 overall. The 
United States was No. 3 with 36 
and 99, respectively. 

South African swimmer Nata- 
lie Du Toit, who also competed in 
the Olympics, won five gold med- 
als. She lost her left leg after a 2001 
motorcycle crash. 

Compatriot Oscar Pistroius, a 
double-amputee sprinter who runs 
on carbon-fiber legs, won three golds 
in the 100, 200 and 400 meters. 

Four athletes were sent home 
for failing pre- competition dop- 
ing tests — a German wheelchair 
basketballer, and powerlifters 
from Pakistan, Ukraine and Mali.

The Slide of the Yankees 


As the stadium closes, 
team will miss playoffs 
for the 1st time in years 

BASEBALL I The ghosts of Yankee 
stadium have vanished. 

The spirits of Yankee greats 
that once haunted opponents from 
their monuments behind the left- 
center field wall have packed their 
things and made their way across 
the street. They’ve settled into a 
brand new stadium, scheduled 
to open next year, with 56 private 
luxury suites, a high- definition 
video scoreboard, and 14 dining 
and lounge options. 

The problem is they left too soon. 
The Yankees, 10 games out of the 
division lead and nine behind the 
wild card, will almost certainly miss 
the playoffs for the first time since 
1993, and there may not be a ghost 
left in the 85-year-old stadium that 
can save them. 

“It’s hard to judge years until 
they’re over,” Yankee captain Derek 
Jeter said a few weeks ago. “This 
season isn’t over yet, so it’s unfair to 
compare [this team to past Yankees 
teams]. There are different people. I 
never compare seasons because it’s 
usually a different group. The ver- 
dict is still out on this team.” 

What is already apparent, 
though, is that this year’s Yankees 
team doesn’t strike fear into its 
opponents as did the Yankees who

won four World Series titles from 
1996 to 2000. 

“They have a good club,” said 
Orioles closer George Sherrill. 
“But I don’t think if you ask any- 
body they’re scared of them or 
anything.” 

It’s quite possible that Sherrill will 
throw the last pitch ever at Yankee 
Stadium. On Sunday, the Orioles will 
play in the last game ever in the House 
That Ruth Built, and if Baltimore 
has the lead, Sherrill will probably 
be called on to close the game. 

“It’s got a lot of history,” said 
Sherill, who pitched in the All-Star 
Game in Yankee stadium in July. 
“It’s going to be a nice treat to be 
there, be able to shut it down. It’s 


had a good run, and we’ll welcome 
in the new one next year.” 

Perhaps nobody will miss the 
stadium more than Jeter, who 
hasn’t called any other field home 
throughout his entire career. 

“I’ll miss the feel. That’s the only 
place I’ve known,” said Jeter. “I grew 
up a Yankees fan, going there, so I’ve 
really been spoiled in that sense. 
But you start a new history with 
the new field.” 

And the Yankees hope their old 
friends will be there to greet them.

History Is Her Story 


Keira Knightley stars 
in the British period 
piece The Duchess’ 

R E G A L I Keira Knightley is happy to 
reign as Hollywood’s current queen 
of the costume drama. She just 
wishes dressing in period outfits 
could be more comfortable. 

Knightley delivers her latest his- 
torical pageant with “The Duchess,” 
a saga of the 18th-century equivalent 
of a tabloid celeb who happens to be 
an ancestor of Princess Diana. 

The story of Georgiana Spencer 


holds notable parallels to the trag- 
edy of Diana. Both were adored by 
the public. Both saw their fairy-tale 
romances with men at the apex of 
Britain’s aristocracy devolve into 
loveless marriages. Both sought 
escape and diversion with social 
causes, high-profile friendships 
and dalliances that hurtled them 
into the center of scandals. 

Knightley knew nothing of the 
blood relation between Georgiana 
and Diana when she first read the 
screenplay for “The Duchess,” based 
on the biography “Georgiana: Duch- 
ess of Devonshire.” 


Just 11 years old when Diana 
died and coming from a family 
immersed in political theater, not 
celebrity gossip, Knightley preferred 
to think of the connection as noth- 
ing more than a footnote. 

“It absolutely wasn’t what I was 
thinking as far as this film went,” 
Knightley, 23, said at the Toronto 
International Film Festival, where 
“The Duchess” premiered. “I thought 
it was an interesting piece of trivia 
that they were related. 

“Probably with this character, 
you could draw parallels to very 
many different famous women

throughout the ages. You could kind 
of do a Marilyn Monroe thing. In 
a stretch, you could say Josephine 
Bonaparte and Marie Antoinette. 
But I kind of think she’s interest- 
ing enough that you don’t need to 


draw parallels, actually. If I want- 
ed to make a Diana biography. I’d 
make a Diana biography. This is a 
Georgiana biography.” 

While Knightley has done con- 
temporary stories, she has made 
a specialty of historical pageants 
with films such as the “Pirates of the 
Caribbean” blockbusters, “Atone- 
ment,” “Silk,” “King Arthur” and 
“Pride & Prejudice,” which earned 
her an Academy Award nomina- 
tion for best actress.

‘Don’t Cha’ bother 
picking up the latest 
Pussycat Dolls disc 

CLAWS I It’s shaping up to be quite 
an autumn for American feminism. 
First, we have Republican vice 
presidential nominee Sarah Palin, 
about whom you might have read 
something in the last few weeks. 
Now the Pussycat Dolls, a bur- 
lesque troupe turned top-40 act, 
have made a collection of electro- 
pop songs that are the opposite of 
sex: belligerent come-ons and odes 
to singledom stripped of anything 
resembling fun. 

Both instances capture a 
moment in the woman-as-cultural- 
cipher debate, but at least Palin’s 
nouveaux-“Fargo” accent doesn’t 
come with a leather corset. 

“When I Grow Up” is the album’s 
first single and ideological center- 
piece. Built off a filling-loosening 
house beat and the Dolls’ smug 
cackling, it’s so shameless in its 


celebration of the monoculture of 
moneyed youth that it transcends 
taste. It’s more of a “95 Theses” as 
penned by Kim Kardashian and 
nailed to Viacom’s front door with 
the shards of a broken Blackberry 
— we demand to be on TV; to drive 
nice cars; to have groupies. 

There’s nothing that comes with- 
in sniffing distance of “Don’t Cha,” 
the Cee-Lo penned bit of winking 
R&B that announced their presence 
to the world. Instead, “Doll Domi- 


nation” is a series of signifiers to 
other, more interesting moments 
in recent pop culture. 

Especially after a summer when 
something as weird as “A Millie” 
could rule the radio, the record 
seems less an album than a list of 
itemized expenses: a few grand for 
a twinkly piano ballad and a few 
hundred to wash away the film 
of cynicism that coats everyone 
involved with “Doll Domination.”

NBC seeks ‘Office’-like 
success with the new 
comedy ‘Kath & Kim’ 

KOOKY I It’s not the easiest assign- 
ment, to project earnest indignation 
in a bright fuchsia teddy, but Molly 
Shannon, the Kath to Selma Blair’s 
Kim in NBC’s new comedy “Kath 
& Kim,” is working it. Gesturing 
emphatically with impeccably ren- 
dered French tips, she sends giant 
gold hoops swaying righteously from 
her earlobes, squinting with sincer- 
ity as she loses patience with her 
20 -something TV daughter. 

“Kim has been running amok 
for three episodes,” said Michelle 
Nader, executive producer of the 
comedy. “I wanted to give her a 
real moment, to explain why she 
is the way she is. ... We won’t do 
it again.” 

With “Kath & Kim” (which pre- 
mieres Oct. 9), the network takes a 
stab at one of Australia’s most suc- 
cessful television programs, hoping 
for the same kind of success enjoyed 
by such foreign-born American hits 
as “Ugly Betty,” from Colombia, and 


“The Office,” from Britain. 

Bringing “Kath & Kim” stateside 
first meant transposing the charac- 
ters to Florida . Then the producers 
went to work on paraphrasing the 
show’s sensibility. 

“It’s cuckoo, crazy funny, but it’s 
not like the Australian version,” 
Nader says. “They didn’t go for any- 
thing emotional.” 

As is typical of many Austra- 
lian shows, the original series ran 
for eight episodes in each of its four 
seasons. Concerned that her fore- 
bears opted for a sketch-comedy 
approach that might wear thin over 
22 installments, Nader deepened 
the mother- daughter drama and 
chose to steer clear of the snark. 

“I don’t like that stance that 
we’re smarter than them,”’ said 
Nader, who also worked on “The 
King of Queens.” “The comedy I 
like most has pathos.” 

Blair’s Kim possesses almost 
Paris Hilton-Iike powers of self- 
absorption. But this caricature, 
she hopes, is not entirely devoid of 
a soul: “She’s like a lot of girls you 
see at the mall. I have a soft spot for

Richmond’s Museum 
of the Confederacy 
seeks wider interest 

With surgical gloves, S. Waite Rawls 
III pulls out a large drawer in the 
basement of the Museum of the 
Confederacy in Richmond, Va., to 
reveal a startling display: dolls the 
size of children, neatly lined up like 
small bodies on a morgue slab. 

The dolls are among what the 
museum calls the “world’s most 
comprehensive collection of Con- 
federate artifacts,” a trove valued in 
the hundreds of millions of dollars, 
according to Rawls, the museum’s 
president and CEO. 

But at any given time, only 
10 percent to 15 percent of the 
museum’s holdings are on display 
on the building’s three floors. The 
rest remains tucked away in gray 
cabinets, boxes stacked high and, 
in the case of delicate flags, in clear, 
sealed containers designed to hold 
the ancient stitching in place.

In 2011, a portion of the museum 
collection is scheduled to go on the 
road, journeying to three historic 
Virginia sites as part of a plan to 
bring the artifacts of the Civil War 
to the people. 

The Confederacy was the group 
of pro-slavery Southern states that 
seceded from the United States. 
The 1861-65 war ended in victory 
for the North, the abolishment of 
slavery and the return of the rebel- 


erlets, baskets, dolls, china, silver 
sets and serving bowls the size of 
small tubs. 

The collection of dolls includes 
“Lucy Ann,” which was used to 
smuggle quinine over enemy lines. 
The medicinal compound was hid- 


den in the doll’s head — a compart- 
ment revealed when her hat and 
hair are removed. 

Rawls said as significant as the 
collection is, the origins of each 
item are important — their prov- 
enance, in the vernacular of muse- 


um curators. 

“How did we get all of Rob- 
ert E. Lee’s stuff? From his son,” 
Rawls said. “How did we get all of 
Stonewall Jackson’s stuff? From 
his widow.” 

The collection, nonetheless, has 
been unable to slow a steady decline 
of visitors. 

Located next to the executive 
mansion of Confederate President 
Jefferson Davis, the museum is dif- 
ficult to find amid the maze of the 
ever-expanding Virginia Common- 
wealth University medical complex, 
which towers over the mansion and 
the museum. 

The museum has also suffered in 
recent years as the traditional South- 
ern reverence of all things Confeder- 
ate has fallen flat with newcomers 
and black Southerners who see no 
celebration in the Confederacy. 

Critics have called the museum a 
shrine, a relic of the Old South. 

In less than three years, the ses- 
quicentennial of the start of the 
Civil War, the Museum of the Con- 
federacy aims to share its wealth at 


Appomattox; Fredericksburg, where 
one-third of all Civil War casualties 
were recorded within a 20 -mile 
radius; and Fort Monroe, a Union 
outpost in Hampton where Davis 
was imprisoned after the war. 

“At each site, we have an unbe- 
lievable historic place, a bunch of 
themes to explore,” Rawls said. He 
envisions 400,000 visitors annually 
at the three locations and the muse- 
um, where its substantial scholar- 
ship will continue. That is 10 times 
greater than the number of visitors 
at the museum annually. 

“I think in practical terms, get- 
ting the artifacts out there is the 
right move,” said Kevin Levin, who 
teaches American history at a pri- 
vate school in Charlottesville and is 
the creator of the lively, irreverent 
blog Civil War Memory. But he is 
not surprised by the divisive nature 
of the museum’s collection. 

“Certain groups are unable to 
draw a distinction between a muse- 
um for the Confederacy as opposed 
to a museum of the Confederacy,” 
Levin said, steve szkotak (ap)

Cheney’s Tenure 

Washington Post national reporter 
BART GELLMAN has finished 
transforming his investigative 
series “Angler: The Cheney Vice 
Presidency” into afull-length book. 

He was online Wednesday to discuss 
the new information in this volume 
and to provide perspective on the 
Bush administration as it winds down 
in its final few months. 

It seems clear that the Bush 
administration’s main aim has 
been to entrench broad execu- 
tive powers to such an extent that 
they would survive through future 
administrations. Do you think it 
has succeeded? How difficult 
would it be for a future administra- 
tion to reverse this expansion of 
presidential authority? 


A president can reverse an executive 
order or disregard powers claimed 
previously. There are other execu- 
tive powers that have been seeded 
throughout the bureaucracy, for 
instance in regulations and pro- 
cedures. It would be a big job to 
dig them all out, and I don’t see 
why a future president would do 
it. People in power don’t normally 
throw powers away. My guess is 
that many of them will be saved 
for a rainy day. 

What is Cheney’s attitude toward 
the American people? Apparently, 
we need protecting, but we can’t be 
trusted with the truth, and he has 
nothing but contempt for those of 
us who see things differently from 
him. Does he regard the public as 
not too bright and in need of protec- 
tion by a strong leader much wiser 
than the people or what? 

I think that Cheney believes deeply 


in the existence of mortal threats to 
the nation and that he understands 
better than most people what needs 
to be done. That leads him to the 
proposition that he can’t allow him- 
self to be influenced by polls. 

So, which “think” tanks are going to 
be on the short list for gobbling up 
Cheney? And by gobble, I mean in all 
senses of the word. 

He and his wife, Lynne, have a 
longstanding relationship with 
the American Enterprise Institute 
in Washington, and likewise with 
the Hoover Institution at Stanford.

A BATTLE OF the sexes is playing out 
in D.C. this fall — no, not that one. 
This one is between two D.C. the- 
ater companies and their single- 
sex versions of Shakespeare’s best- 
known romantic tragedy, “Romeo 
and Juliet.” 

In one corner, there’s Washing- 
ton Shakespeare Theatre, staging 
an all-male version, just as in the 
Bard’s time. In the other, it’s the 
edgy Taffety Punk, countering the 
classical company’s move with an 
all-female production. Taffety Punk 
brought in Ressegger of the arts 
collaborative Dog and Pony DC to 
design the swordplay and instruct 
Taffety ’s ladies in the ins and outs 
of combat. Ressegger discussed the 
differences among the characters’ 
fighting stiyle and other fine points 
of fighting. 


How many of the cast members are 
trained fighters? 

Goodness, I would say definitely 
half the cast has had some form of 
training, and then there are some 
who have had none whatsoever. 
What I would do with them would 
be to work with their natural incli- 
nations. 

What were the challenges in cho- 
reographing an all-female cast? 

No, I actually enjoyed working with 
women because they tend to pick 
up choreography quickly. They tend 
to pick up sword work really read- 
ily. They fall into the stance very 
naturally. 

Could you describe in general what 
the feel of the fighting will be? Will 
it be gritty or graceful or both? 

I definitely feel like it’s very grit- 
ty yet graceful. At the beginning, 
there’s still a bit of play there. It’s 
not until Mercutio is killed that it

really gets harsh. The stakes are so 
much higher. 

How did you express that mood 
shift in your choreography? 

It’s very pointed, expressing the 
idea that “I am going to avenge 
this death.” 

What are the differences in fight- 


ing styles among the main charac- 
ters? 

What we were going for: Mercutio 
is untrained, brash. Tybalt is seen 
as not foppish, but trained. With 
Tybalt, Romeo is very poised ... 
but once Mercutio is killed, he is 
much more guarded in his stance 
and much more careful in how he 
approaches the fight.

What implements do they use? 

We didn’t need too many weapons. 
We had some on hand and were able 
to borrow some. 

How is the stage set up? 

There’s a jungle gym. The actors 
use the jungle gym to peek around 
and look through. It provides an 
element of playfulness, especial- 
ly in the early part of the play.

A stage version of 
1984’ looks a lot like 
the world we live in 

STAGE I Catalyst Theater’s take on 
George Orwell’s dystopian novel 
“1984” splits the difference between 
a play that places Orwell’s horrific 
vision in a contemporary Ameri- 
can framework and one faithful 
to a 1949 text largely based on Sta- 
lin’s USSR. 

There are car bombs (instead of 
the book’s rockets) and intercoms 
urging citizens to say something 
if they see something. But there is 
also an emphasis on rigid class dis- 
tinctions, Big Brother’s cult of per- 
sonality and brutal totalitarianism 
that feel anachronistic. 

Nonetheless, decades after the 
collapse of the USSR, many of 


Orwell’s most pessimistic visions of 
the future — video surveillance, per- 
manent war, crusading youth chas- 
tity leagues and so on — remain so 
strikingly relevant. As director Jim 


Petosa sees it, “America resembles 
‘1984’ more each day.” 

According to Petosa, the new 
version “streetfs] the story away 
from a critique of the Soviet system 


and, instead, suggest a world closer 
to our own. ... We have attempted 
to create an antiseptic, technology- 
driven world that may seem benign, 
even attractive.” 

“1984” offers brilliant insights 
into language, politics and human 
nature, but it’s also a pretty sexy 
book. In this version, Scott Fortier 
(Winston), Laura C. Harris (Julia) 
and Ian LeValley (O’Brien) fulfill 
the roles nicely, ratcheting up the 
homoerotic sadism significantly, 
but de- emphasizing Julia’s rebel- 
lion from the waist down. 

Still, “if the sexuality of secret 
rebellion turns you on,” remarks 
the director, “I guess you’ll find it 

sexy.” TIM FOLLOS

Benjy Ferree’s tough 
folk-rock is in a 
category of its own 

M U S I C I Ask Benjy Ferree a question 
and you’ll get an answer. Not neces- 
sarily the answer to your question, 
but it’s this prolixity, this involut- 
ed whorl of thought that backs up 
on itself and vrooms sideways and 
repeatedly refines itself that dem- 
onstrates why the thinky Silver 
Spring-born singer-songwriter is 
such a refreshing anomaly. 

Drawing on the church music of 
his youth and a weird, dark version 
of Americana all his own, Ferree 
creates loose-limbed hoedowns, 
baroque rock ’n’ roll and freaky folk 
that sound like strange old back- 
woods ballads and murder songs 
that always existed but you’ve never 
happened to hear before. 


Ferree’s latest album comes out 
in January, and he’s taken his time 
with it — it will be more than two 
years since the release of his debut, 
“Leaving the Nest,” a typically 
unclassifiable and consistently win- 
ning recording. For now, he’s doing 


a few dates with his band — bass- 
ist J.R. Takagi, Amy Domingues 
(of Garland of Hours and a million 
other bands) on cello and guitar. 
Drew Mills on guitar and Laura 
Harris (Ferree’s fiancee and half 
of the Dischord duo Aquarium) on 
drums — and will appear at Iota on 
Sunday with Le Loup. 

For all of his current band’s con- 


nections to D.C.’s most storied label, 
Ferree acknowledges how frac- 
tured the local scene has become. 
The “scene,” such as it is, is a mere 
fetish object. 

“The scene that I’m in is the 


very cliquey; I mind my own busi- 
ness. I don’t expect anyone else to 
do what I do.” 

Not many could — that would 
require growing up with gospel and 
punk near the warehouse where 
Chuck Brown made his early record- 
ings, and becoming as obsessed with 
cinema, live and animated, as with 
music. “I’m not only influenced by 


Him. I’m heavily influenced by film 
as a way of life. I find [movies] to 
be a dream that a bunch of people 
got together and made possible. It’s 
like the biggest collaborative art 
form. It’s amazing to see this actual 
dimension that people can pay 10 
dollars and see. It’s the only other 
dimension we have access to. 

“When I was kid, I refused to 
believe that cartoons didn’t exist. 
I thought you could be a cartoon. 
And when you look at films, you 
can see a human cartoon; it’s fan- 
tastic.” 

Befitting his fable-like air, Ferree 
lit out to make his fortune — not in 
music but in film. He went west to 
become an actor, but instead lan- 
guished for a time looking after 
the children of industry players. “I 
went after film and found music,” is 
how he put it. His focus was found 
by a return to the D.C. area and his 


familial and musical roots. 

“I was born into music, just being 
raised in the church. ... I don’t know 
any artist who went to church where 
it wasn’t their foundation experi- 
ence, because that music is old, 
those words are old, that melody is 
old. Those are old American songs. 
Music is a very spiritual thing for a 
lot of people, and it is for me.”

“I don’t want to generalize, and I 
believe in people. We have an elec- 
tion coming around the corner, and 
I can’t help but believe that there’s 
a large group of people who will 
make the right choice. I can’t stand 
when a band condescends to their 
audience but it takes their money. 
So I’m happy to see someone in 
khakis at my show. 

“I think it’s our time. If we’re all 
here, let’s just do something. Make 
some music, do whatever you gotta 
do — cry, laugh, dance. So, yeah, 
there you go.” 

The show is even parent-friendly. 
Well, friendly enough to his parents. 
Having learned firsthand of the 
healing powers of music by listen- 
ing to his mother sing at funerals, 
Benjy’s music is now making Mr.

Shaking Up 
Tradition 


Singer-songwriter 
Ana Popovic brings 
new hues to the blues 

M U S I C I Growing up in Serbia, Ana 
Popovic had one interest: her dad’s 
guitar. Unfortunately, she wasn’t 
allowed to touch it. 

“It was forbidden for me when I 
was a kid to play with it,” explains 
Popovic by phone from her Amster- 
dam home. “That somehow built 
up a wish to be able to know how 
to use it.” 

When Daddy Popovic relented, 
young Ana showed amazing acu- 
men on the instrument — such acu- 
men that a decade or so later, she’s 
become a respected underground 
guitar sensation. Since releasing 
her debut CD with her Serbian 
band. Hush, a decade ago, Popovic 


has put out a quartet of innova- 
tive albums that have pushed the 
boundaries of the blues music she 
loved as a kid. 

“It was all we had in the house,” 
she explains. “My dad had only 
American blues records. I grew 
up listening to Elmore James, 
Howlin’ Wolf, Booker White and 
Snooky Pryor.” 

Ironically, Popovic didn’t take 
her music career seriously at 
first, trying her hand at graphic 
design. But her passion for playing 
prompted her to enroll at Utrecht’s 
Conservatory in Holland. It was 
there she developed her multi- 
hued style. 

On her newest CD, “Still Making 
History,” her worldly mastery recalls 
Carlos Santana. It’s music drawn 
from tradition, but not tied to it. 
The fact that Popovic also sings and 



She’s not out to be a musical Xerox 
machine. 

‘When I went on to the conserva- 
tory, I discovered there are so many 
more sounds out there other than 
just what blues people are using,” 
she explains. “I try to make my own 
sound and my own style.”

The hard-touring 
Nashville string band 
pushes its third album 

MUSIC I Old Crow Medicine Show 
makes folk music for bus stations. 
The hard-touring Nashville string 
band doesn’t write for album-buyers 
or concert-goers, but for the poor, 
weary travelers all but invisible in 
popular culture. 

“It’s important that folk music 
reflect this body of people,” says 
singer and head songwriter Ketch 
Secor. “Those are the songs that I’m 
hearing in the travels we make, in 
the alleys behind the clubs. That’s 
who hits me up for change.” 

Despite singing about such grave 
subject matter as addiction, pov- 
erty and civil rights. Old Crow’s 
third album, “Tennessee Pusher,” 
sounds lively and inventive — a few 
moments’ joy after a long day’s work. 
Along with its energetic concerts, its 


working-class songs, empathically 
composed yet raucously played, have 
garnered Old Crow such a fan base 
that it’s playing two -night stands 
through most of the current tour. 

“Tennessee Pusher” was recorded 
far from the bus stations of its title 
state. The band traveled to Holly- 
wood to record at the historic Hen- 
son Lot, down the hall from where 
Jessica Simpson was recording her 
country debut. 

There, the band still captured its 


familiar sense of rootlessness and 
restlessness, which extends from 
its nearly constant touring. They’re 
weary travelers themselves. 

“There’s a lot of truck stops 
and pay phones on this record,” 
says Secor. “There’s a lot of walk- 
ing around behind motel rooms.”

Actor, hip-hop star 
and now bandleader, 
Mos Def does it all 

JAZZ I Latelyj'azz has become that 
go-to genre for some pop artistswho 
want to beef up their musical cre- 
dentials. Sadly, though, the results 
are often perfunctory. 

Hip-hop hero Mos Def, who 
seems increasingly less interested 
in his critically acclaimed music 
career than he is in his equally 
lauded acting vocation, argues 
that his big band is not just a van- 
ity project. 

“I don’t want to make this into 
a novelty,” he told this reporter last 
year when interviewed for a Down 
Beat magazine feature. “This big 
band is a house, a real place to deal. 


work and grow for all of us.” Despite 
high-profile gigs at the Lincoln Cen- 
ter, Brooklyn Academy of the Arts 
and the Apollo Theater, Mos Def s 
Big Band has its work cut out for it 
if its celebrated bandleader wants 
to become a major force. 

Then again, Mos Def isn’t using 
his big band as means of playing 
dress-up Duke Ellington. The rotat- 
ing lineup has included young jazz 
heavyweights such as saxophonist 
Marcus Strickland, drummer Chris 
Dave and pianist Robert Glasper, 
who’s also been acting as the band’s 
music director for the past two 
years. Musically, the Mos Def Big 
Band anchors itself mostly in the 
hip-hop canon then translating it 
through the lens of jazz. 

In addition to interpreting 
the music of J Dilla, Madlib, Pete 


Rock and, of course, Mos Def, the 
band has approached the music 
of Screamin’ “Jay” Hawkins, Neil 


Young and James Brown. 

“I think hip-hop is compat- 
ible with any form of music,” Mos 


Def argued, “because it’s rhythm- 
based. 

Indeed, the potential for the Mos 
Def Big Band to emerge into a sin- 
gular music force is there. Never- 
theless, some of its progression has 
been saddled by irregular rehears- 
als and a solid lineup. And notwith- 
standing of Mos Def s desires, he’s 
yet to release a disc with this col- 
lective. 

Mos Def brings star charisma 
to the stage as his big band navi- 
gates among hip-hop, R&B, jazz 
and pop. His band members, most- 
ly jazz musicians from the hip-hop 
generation — know just as much 
Method Man as they know Charles 
Mingus. 

The Mos Def Big Band’s Saturday 
performance at the Kennedy Cen- 
ter may not reveal an ensemble at 
its zenith, but it’ll certainly turn yet 
another page of the artist’s eclectic 
and ambitious book, johnmurph

Ontario’s elusive 
Hayden continues to 
play by his own rules 

M U S I C I Talk for a while to Ontario 
singer-songwriter Hayden, and you 
realize his quiet act isn’t really an 
act at all. The indie cult hero is just 
as low-key in conversation as he is 
in song. Several times during our 
interview, the hum of the interna- 
tional telephone line threatened to 
drown his voice out entirely. 

His mellow vibe is probably one 
reason Hayden (aka Paul Hayden 
Dresser) is the type of musician 
beloved by listeners of National Pub- 
lic Radio’s World Cafe (on which he 
appeared Sept. 10) and ignored by 
everyone else. Well, there’s that and 
the fact that he operates according 
to his own rules, releasing records 
when the spirit moves him. 

Since his 1995 four-track debut 
CD, he’s released only four full CDs 
of music. Even his MySpace page 
refers to his cycle of recording and 


touring but also boasts of his tak- 
ing “lots of time off.” He released his 
newest CD, “In Field & Town,” on 
his own Hardwood label in Cana- 
da. Don’t expect him to hop aboard 
the record-company treadmill any- 
time soon.

“I find that I work outside of the 
industry as a whole,” he explains. 
“But, basically, taking my show on 
the road and releasing a record is my 
way of getting back on the machine 
of semi-self-promotion. I do have 
to gear up for that. And it’s such a 
different process from the insular 


writing and recording phase that 
it takes some deep breaths before 
I can switch gears.” 

Although Hayden was com- 
pared to Beck early in his career 
and has also drawn comparisons 
to fellow Canadians Neil Young 
and Leonard Cohen, one listen 
to his new CD shows that he’s 
pretty much evolved into being 
his own man. A good example of 
his music is the gorgeous ballad 
“More Than Alive.” It’s at once 
personal but elusive, triumphant 
yet saddening. You can credit his 
mix-and-match compositional 
method for that. 

“I enjoy taking the seed of some- 
thing that’s really meaningful and 
emotional to me [but blending it 
with] creative writing and adding 
things here and there,” he notes. 
“So it’s really an amalgamation.”

‘Resurrection’ at 
Arena Stage finds 
drama at every age 


STAGE I A health-food store in the 
projects is “like a fried-chicken joint 
in a vegan compound,” the owner of 
said shop opines in Daniel Beaty’s 
“Resurrection.” Indeed, Mr. Rogers 
(Michael Genet) considers closing 
his anomalous store, from which 
his brilliant 10 -year-old son, Eric 
(Thuliso Dingwall), concocts a mys- 
tery tea for the soul.

DANCE I Japanese-born avant-garde 
duo Eiko and Koma Otake are 
known for their fervid, multime- 
dia, butoh- derived work — often 
wrenching, full of tough questions, 
always beautiful. This weekend, Eiko 
& Koma spin out the story of their 
groundbreaking 1983 work, “Grain,” 
with “Hunger.” Eiko Otake discussed 
the challenges of the work, in which 
the duo is joined by artists Charian 
and Peace, and its rewards. 

Do you feel any progress has been 
made in addressing the global 
food imbalance since “Grain” pre- 
miered? 

I am afraid an artistic voice cannot 
measure progress. But if anything 
was true 25 years ago, it is more so 
now. But I want people to be clear 
that we do not mean to address the 
global food imbalance or suggest a 
solution through our work. 

How did you cope with the limita- 
tions of the proscenium? 


We work outdoors often. So when 
we are in a proscenium stage, we 
do not see it as a limit but as an 
opportunity. 

As our experience of the world feels 
more global, is it easier or harder to 
keep your vision expansive? 

I do not know if our vision is expan- 
sive. We just try to focus on what is 
elementarily important to contem- 
porary living. At the same time, we 
want our themes to connect to our 
ancient times. ... Our society has 
changed a lot in the last few decades, 
but it is as important to see what has 
not been changed in human history 
and emotional effects. 

What do you say to artists who 
believe it’s their duty to please an 
audience? 

Every artist feels differently about 
their interests and duties. We ... 
would like to offer and share some- 
thing substantial and authentic. We 
can only try, and that is what counts.

Let s Do It Again 


The D.C. cult band 
Faraquet reunites for 
one show — so far 

MUSIC I Faraquet is more popular 
seven years after its final show than 
it ever was during its brief existence. 
The trio, which formed as an off- 
shoot of D.C. post-hardcore pio- 
neers Smart Went Crazy, recorded 
a handful of singles and a lone full- 
length for Dischord Records before 
calling it a day back in 2001. 

“We only played three years, but 
we played a lot in three years and 
we practiced a lot,” says bass play- 
er Jeff Boswell. “I think we played 
close to 150 shows.” 

Afterward, singer-guitarist 
Devin Ocampo and drummer Chad 
Moulter formed the band Medica- 
tions, while Boswell briefly toured 
as a guitar tech for Fugazi and Dead 
Meadow before returning to his day 
job at Washington City Paper. 

In the meantime, Faraquet’s 
music — a unique combination of 
intricate rhythms, intelligent lyr- 
ics and impassioned performance 
— has become a cult obsession for 
legions of fans around the world, 
and in the seven years since the 
bands been kaput, Faraquet’s musi- 
cal influence has extended well 
beyond the district lines. 

The complexity of Ocampo’s 
guitar lines and the stridency of 
the rhythm section have led many 


music critics to label Faraquet as a 
progenitor of math rock. 

“That wasn’t necessarily a term 
of endearment in the late ’90s,” says 
Ocampo. “It was dismissive, refer- 
ring to music that was too brainiac. 
We just weren’t a band like that. 
We’re gut players.” 

Shortly after a well-received 
debut album, “The View From This 
Tower,” the members of Faraquet 
went their separate ways.

“The combination of personali- 
ties was not able to continue creat- 
ing anything fresh,” says Ocampo, 
to which Moulter adds, “Jeff and I 
were on instruments that we had 
never played before, which was a 
little stifling. We weren’t able to 
express ourselves creatively.” 

Last fall, Ocampo and Moulter 
launched a very brief tour of Bra- 
zil (coinciding with Ocampo’s wed- 
ding), but Boswell was unable to 
make the trip. So, when the three 
musicians take the stage at the 


Black Cat on Thursday night, it will 
be the first time all three Faraquet 
members have shared the stage 
since 2001. 

This possibly one-off reunion 
was spurred by a new collection 
of the band’s early singles — titled 
“Anthology 97-98” — which it has 
been working on for years. 

“A lot of people had expressed 
interest in our older material,” 
explains Moulter. “The records 
are long out of print, so the music 
isn’t readily available. We wanted 
to make it easier for people to get 
those songs.” 

“Anthology,” which was the 
best-selling record at Crooked Beat 
Records months after its release, 
has stoked a lot of new interest 
in the band, but Faraquet has no 
plans to record or tour beyond this 
one show. 

“We were never that popular 
while we were a band, certainly 
not nearly as popular as we have 
become,” says Ocampo. “We never 
played in front of that many peo- 
ple, so the idea of being able to 
play to new Faraquet fans who 
weren’t able to see us play before 
is exciting. But also it just seemed 
like a fun thing to play together.”

‘Flow’ is a cautionary 
tale about how limited 
water oursupply is 

FILM I It’s often taken for granted 
here that the faucet will work, that 
the bathtub will fill, and that the 
fridge at 7-Eleven will always con- 
tain bottles of Dasani. But film- 
maker Irena Salina wants us to 
take a closer look at water. 

Her documentary “Flow: For 
Love of Water,” opening at E Street 
cinema on Friday, examines the 
multifaceted water crisis, from 
scarcity to pollution to dams to 
private water companies that have 
restricted water access to only 
those who can afford it. 

The movie is at times disor- 
ganized, but that hardly detracts 


from its chilling message — that 
the days of “water, water every- 
where” will soon be over. 

I always turn off the tap while I’m 
brushing my teeth. Will that help? 

Is it enough? 

It’s awareness. We take water for 
granted. We have a whole genera- 
tion of people who turn the shower 
on to get it warm, go do dishes, and 
then the phone rings. ... [Water] ’s 
not just something coming from a 
tap. It’s a source of life. 

You ran into some budgetary issues 
while making this film, right? 

[On the first trip], we had a small 
crew, and then we had a second 
trip, and we had a smaller crew, 
and then very quickly it was [the 
producers saying], “If you want 


to go, we’ll give you mileage, but 
there’s no way you can bring any- 
body.” So I just did it. I learned 
so much. 


Did anyone tell you just to stick to 
global warming? 

What was tiring was having to 
constantly not just do the film. 


but convince my producer. I was a 
little ahead of my time. I was kind 
of screaming to people who were 
like, “What? What is she talking 
about? Leave me alone.” 

Some of the reviews have argued 
that, despite the worthy subject, 
the film is a little unfocused. 

I had seen documentaries on water 
where you see scientists really 
explaining things in depth, but 
you know what happens? People 
click out of it. I wanted to find a 
form where you go from one place 
to another. 

For me, it was like a waterway. 
You see something and then — 
voom! — I’m taking you somewhere 
else. If [viewers] can remember just 
one thing about it, that’s great. And 
there are more films about water 
coming out. It’s like a marathon; 
I’m running it, and now I’m pass- 
ing the baton, rachel kaufman

The Great Wall is the 
closest place for real 
Chinese ingredients 

CHANGE OF PACE I On Saturday 
mornings, vendors set up shop 
outside Great Wall supermarket 
in Falls Church. They serve sweet- 
smelling Chinese breakfast treats 
including flaky breads topped with 
sesame seeds; rice rolls stuffed with 
dried pork; savory sesame balls 
filled with green onions; and deep- 
fried doughnut breads — almost 
like giant churros without the cin- 
namon sugar. 

Inside Great Wall, there’s even 
more action. 

Sunny Chang, a 24-year-old 
accountant living in Arlington, has 
become a Great Wall regular. (Full 
disclosure — we’ve known Sunny 
for 10 years.) A first-generation 
Taiwanese-American, she discov- 
ered the Asian market on a shop- 
ping trip with her mother. 

“My mom goes every weekend,” 
she said. “It’s super, super cheap. 
She says it’s better than Lotte, 


Super H-Mart and Kam Sam.” 
Sunny’s mother, Nancy Chang, 
who lives in Fairfax, says Great 
Wall specializes in traditional 
Chinese produce, poultry and live 
seafood. 

The back wall of the store is 
lined with tanks containing live 
fish. But there are a few unexpected 
sights. There are tubs filled with 
live frogs, live turtles — big, live 
turtles — live crabs and live lob- 
sters, all of which are featured in 
Chinese cuisine. Turtle, Nancy says, 
is served at weddings because it 
symbolizes longevity. Frog is a more 
typical entree, usually prepared by 
sauteing or deep-frying. 

Other seafood includes jelly- 
fish, starfish, sea cucumbers and 
geoduck, a type of clam. Many of 
these foods, the Changs explain, 
found their place Chinese cuisine 
because, historically, poor villagers 
had to eat whatever was around. 
Since then, Chinese chefs have 
transformed these dishes into del- 
icacies. It’s a story true of almost 
every culture. 

In the poultry section, black 


chickens stand out. In addition to 
having a strong gamy flavor. Sunny 
Chang says, black-skinned chick- 
ens have medicinal value. High 
in antioxidants, they benefit the 
stomach, lungs and blood. 

Traditional packaged foods 
also fill the grocery aisles. Sunny 
mentions that 1,000 -year-old eggs 
— duck eggs preserved in alcohol, 
mud and rice — are “a very acquired 
taste,” she says. “We usually eat it 
chopped up with cognee.” 

Now, shoppers can find boxes 
upon boxes of mooncakes for the 
upcoming Chinese Autumn Moon 
Festival, which celebrates “the lady 
in the moon.” Mooncakes — pas- 
tries filled with lotus paste — are 
eaten during the festival. 

So many of Great Wall’s offer- 
ings have cultural significance. 
But there’s an even better reason 
to try the food. “It’s just good!” 
Nancy Chang says with a laugh.

Student Loan in Collections 


Dear Betsy, 

I have a question regarding my defaulted 
student loans. My loans were sent to a 
collection agency, and I owe $42,000 for 
the loans and $1 2,000 for collection agency 
fees. I'm trying to set a payment plan and 
straighten out my credit so that I can buy a 
home in a year. What would you suggest I 
do? Your time and attention are very much 
appreciated. 

Thank you,

Dear William, 

Are these federal or private loans? If they 
are federal loans, your best bet will be to go 
through the loan rehabilitation program. This 
allows a lender to purchase your loan and you 
to regain all your rights and options under 
the federal student loan program after you 
make several consecutive on-time payments. 
This will take about 9 or 1 0 months, and in the 
end the default will be removed from your 
credit report, which will significantly improve 
your score. Rehabilitation will not, however. 


remove the prior delinquencies leading to the 
default, so you will still have some challenges 
on your report that only time will completely 
erase. If they are private loans, I think the best 
you can do is set up a payment plan and stick 
to it religiously. Then, when you apply for your 
mortgage, get a letter from the collection 
agency showing that you have made 
payments on time. This won't completely 
clean up your credit, but it will certainly show 
your mortgage company a sign of good faith.

When Does the Loan 
Money Come? 


Dear Betsy, 

I am starting my first year at school, and I 
am moving into my apartment next week. 

My school Just told me that because I am a 
freshman, I cannot get my loan money until 
the beginning of October. Is this legal? I need 
the loan to pay my rent.

Dear Cynthia, 

Federal law requires that first-year 
undergraduates who are first-time borrowers 
of federal student loans may not receive the 
first disbursement of their loan until almost 
a full month into the school year. This rule 
was put into place because freshmen are 
the students with the highest likelihood to 
drop out, and many of those students end 
up defaulting on student loans taken out for 
only a brief period spent in school. You may 
want to see if your landlord will offer you an 
extension based on a letter from your school 
showing that the loan money is indeed 
coming and stating when it will be available 
to you. You will also want to check with your 
school's financial aid office or bursar to make 
sure that some of the loan money is going to 
come to you for your living expenses, rather 
than being used in full to pay for your tuition 
and fees.
